This bulletin, issued by the Acting Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. S.R.Carver), 
covers the operations of Part VII of the Social. Services Consolidation Act, 1947, for 
the month of January, 194°, ond ths seven months ended January, 1949, This information 
has been compiled from data made available by the Department of Social Services, 


The number of rocipients of bonefit does not embrace the total unemployment 
and sickness in the community, Unemployment or Sickness of less than seven day's 
duration is not covored, owing to the provision in the Act of ea "waiting period" of 
this. Length of time during which no benefit is Payable; The application of a "means 
tost" oxcludes enother group from benefit, 


Special Bonefit is paid in cases of hardship where the claimant is not 
qualified for either of the other benefits, 


Tho number of “porsons on benefit" roletes to principal beneficiaries who 
would normally be breadwinners, Dependents of such beneficiarics are excluded. ; 
; Admittances and exits in Sections 5, 7 and-8 refor to those notified during 
the period shom and not to these which actually occurred during the period, 

Due to delay in the resoipt of information in respect of some beneficiaries 
tho figures are subjcoct to rovision, This applies particularly to exits, and results 
in persons on benefit at tho end of tho Imter months being overstated,
